SUBSIDIZED LINES. 


Repert of the Sub-Committee Appointed to 
Investigate Their Obligations. ' 


WASHINGTON, December 14.—The entire 
morning's session Of the house committee on 
postefiice and post roads was occupied in the 
reading of the report of Representative A. J. 
Warner, of Ohio, on the obligations of subsi- 
dized railway telegraph lines. The report is 
bassd upon the investigation ordered by the 
house last year under a resolution of inquiry 
introduced by Representative Anderson, of 
Kunsas. 

Mr. Warner was appointed a sub-committee 
of one during the last session to prepare a re- 
port for the committee’s consideration. It isa 
very long document. It begins with a sum- 
mary of the several acts providing for the con- 
struction of the Pacific railroad and telegraph 
lines, for which grants of land and bonds have 
been made, After an exhaustive argument, 
the eonelusions of the sub-committee on several 
points at issue are stated as follows: 

1. That the obligation to construct, maintain and 
operete a telegraph line is the same as an obliga- 
tix te covstruct, maintain and operate a line ot 
read. 

’. That a railroad company cannot relieve iteelf 
of this obligation and cannot transfer it to any oth- 
er CCT pany. 

3. That as public aid can be granted only for pub- 
lic purposes, such telegraph lines as well as rail- 
road lines must be operated for the equal benefit of 


all persons, companies or corporations without dis- 


cTiminations in favor or against any one. 

4. Inorder that all may enjoy equal facilities, 
privileges, and the use of such telegraph lines, it is 
necessary thatthe same facilities and terms as to 
the reception and transmission of messages should 
be extended to one telegraph line that are 
granied to another: that in this mat- 
ter there should be no diserimination. 

lt is, the report says, not a question of vested 
rights, and it is not propored tochange the con- 
dition of a char er or disturb vested rights, but 
it is simply a guestion of requiring railrords, 
ihe beneficiaries of the several grants, to carry 
out the obligations assumed by them in accept- 
ing grants. Conceding that a subsidized rail- 
road is under an obligation to maintain and 
operate a telegraph line for the benefit of all, 
it follows that itis bound to accept telegraph 
matter at the terminus of its lines from all tele- 
giaph companies. 


The committee find from the evidence before 


it that railroads are not maintaining and ope- 
raiing by themselves and for the pubdle use, 
iéic graph lines. as required by the several acts 
af congress under which they were authorized 
to build their tines. 

it is held that contracts entered into between 
railread companies and the Western Union tele- 
yiaph company by which the rights and privi- 
lcges Of railroad companies were transferred to 
the Western Union, are beyond the scope of 
lgw.(these positions are sustained by many 
references to the granting acts and decisions of 
ibe United States supreme court. ) 

. dhe right of the Western Union or any other 
‘elecraph company to construct and operate lines 
of iis Gwh to the Pacific coast fs not questioned, but 
itis held that the construction of such lines cannot 
relieve railrooed companics from obligations to 
meibtain the lines themselves, as required by the 
several acts. 

(pon the subject of remedial legislation the 
sub-committee says it recognizes the right of 
personsor corporations to pursue their remedy 
n courts Which undoubtedly now exist, but it 
recommends that inasmuch as these ‘companies 
owe their existence to acts of congress and 
Lave been recipients of public aid by grants of 
‘and and bonds, in accepting which they have 

umed certain obligations, it therefore be- 
comes the duty of the government to sec that 
azrcements and obligations entered into by 
ecmpanies are fairly carried out. 

Therefore, the sub-committee proposes a bill 
in lieu of the several measures referred to, 
which extends to telegraph lines as well as the 
|) revisions of the act of June 20, 1874, relating 
to railroads, and makes it the duty of the at- 
forney general to institute proceedings in the 
fcderal courts to adjudicate all rights of parties 
alleged to bold contracts or to have rights un- 
der any agreement entered into with railroad 
ccinpanies, and te annul and set aside contracts 
unlawfully made, by which railroads have 
sought to relieve themselves of their just obli- 
valions, to Maintain and operate independent 
.elegraph lines, 

The penalties prescribed by the act of June 
20, 1574, as to railroads are made applicable to 
telegraph lines as well. 

Representative Anderson’s bill forbidding 
ihe colicction and sale of news by a telegraph 
comyany was amongthe bills referred to the 
sub-committee, but it was held that it was not 
proper to be included in this bill, which related 
solely to the enforcement of the obligations of 
railroad companies in respect of their telegraph- 
ic lines, It relates rather to the question of 
ihe regulation of telegraph companies, inclu- 
sive and exclusive of land grant lines, and that 
it should be considered with federal regulation 


. of inter-state commerce. 


The report was erdered to be printed, and 
will be taken up for diseussion by the tull 
committee at an early day.

WASNINGTON, December 14.—The speaker

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THE STEAMER “WHITE” ON THE 
MISSISSIPPI BURNS. 


A Great Number of Lives Lost. Heartrending Scense 
on Deck-~ Prriceulars of the Horrible Ca-as. 
trophe- Bcries of the Chief Engineer 
and Other Survivors of the écene, 


New ORLEANS, December 14.—The steam- 
beat J, M. White, from Vicksburg for New Or- 
Jeans, was burned at 10 o'clock last night at 
Blue Store, Point Coupe, thirty miles above 
Baton Rouge. Se had a number of passengers 
on board. Her cargo consisted of 2,100 bales of 
cotton and 6,000 sacks of seed. Several lives 
are reported to have been lost, but Captain 
James F. Muse, who was in command, tele- 
graphs that only one person, a porter of the 
boat, is known to be lost. The beat and her 
cargo are a total loss. ° 

The J. M. White was built in 1878, at a cost 
of $225,000. She was regarded by many as the 


. finest and fastest boat ever run on the Missis- 


sippi river. She was owned by Captain John 
W. Tobin. Her cargo was valued at $90,000. 
The insurance on boat is $29,000, and her cargo 
is undoubtedly fully insured. 

When the White took fire she was lying at 
Point Coupe taking on cotton. She had on 
board 3,500 bales of cotton and 8,090 sacks of 
secd. This makes a cargo valued at $150,009. 

A special to the Picayune from Bayou Sora 
says: The correspondent, in company with 
Mayor Irwine, Captain Muse and others, we 
up to the wreck of the White this morning. | 
wasasad sight. St. Maurice’s landing, whe 
the White burned, is about five miles aboy 
and within sight of this point. The fire illum: 
nated the river and country for miles, and th: 
burning floating cotton made a ghastly proces 
sion down the river. It is impossible, even 
after interviewing the officers and some of 
the passengers, to ascertain the total 
number of lives lost, but the pilots, 
stou, and Smith say thatfrom the number 
of persons they saw around them in the river, 
fully forty must have perished. The follow- 
ing is the list as far as ascertained, of the white 
persons missing: 

L. H. Stafford, wife and daughter, of Vida- 
ha; G. Wash Floyd, well-known steamboat man: 
Mrs. Murray, Natchez, Miss, Miss Agnes MeCabe, 
of West Feliciana, and two other lady passen- 
gers, bames unknown. Three men and one 


“Woman were walking on the hurricane roof 


when the roof fell in, and all disappeared in 
the flames. They were doubtless burned to 
death. Two white men, names unknown in 
charge of the premium ox, jump- 
ed overboard and were drowned. 
Mrs. Dr. Wade, of West Feliciana, 
made a most miraculous escape, but is almost 
frantic with grief at the loss of her sister, Miss 
McCabe. She speaksin glowing terms of the 
hero‘e and gallant Captain G. Wash Floyd,who 
sacrificed hislifein trying to save the lady 
passengers. All the officers of the White were 
saved. Among the sayed are J. F. Carew and 
wite, of Ottawa, IL, 

Thomas Barry, second engineer of the White, 
was on duty when the fire broke out iu the cot- 
ton amidship. He says that foratime he 
thought the fire was under control, but it final- 
ly gained such headway they could do nothing 
with it. He states that the fire spread 
so rapidly that the boat in a 
few minutes was wrapped in flames. He thinks 
there were.ten or a dozen lives } including 
e°colored fireman and two colored chamber- 
maids. One of them, named Martha Washing- 
ton, second cook, colored, was also lost. He 
also reports the less of Captain’ Bird ~Floyd, 
superintendent of the Vidalia railroad, with 
his wife and daughter, who were passengers. 
He knows nothing as to the number of passen- 
cers that were aboard,but thinks there were not 
very many. He believes there were some 
women and children on deck. Evidence is ac- 
-umulating that there were many more lives 
ioet than the story of the engineer, given 
above, would indicate, notwithstanding the re- 
assuring telegram from the steamer’s captain. 

Several survivors of the disaster reached 
this city today by the Mississippi Valley rail- 
road from Baton Ruuge. They had been taken 
to that point by the steamer Stella Wilde, 
which came alung soon after the destruction 
of the White. Colonel L.S. James, a passen- 
cer, who was in his stateroom, managed to get 
ashore. He was taken to his home, No. 277 
l’rytonia, street, on his arrival, where he is in a 
critical condition. He states that the sight 

was horrifying and could not be described. 
Colonel. James positively declared that there 
must have been sixty persons lost. 
THE ENGINEER'S STORY. 

William McGreevy, chief engineer of the 
boat, says: 

“About 10:10 o’clock last night, while lying 
ut Dr. Frette'’s place above the postoffice land- 
ing, at Point Coupe, at which place the boat 
was loading cotton seed, fire broke out amid- 
ship between the engines, on top of the cotton 
below the boiler deck. Engineers Barry and 
Genny were on watch and gave the alarm, and 
the pumps were put to work, but with- 
out avail. The watchman gave the alarm 
by ringinga bell. Clerks Callahan and Bell 
aroused the people in the cabin. The fire 
«pread rapidly and in less than fifteen minutes 
the boat had burned to the water’s edge. There 
were four kegs of powder in the magazine and 
the moment the fire reached them the flames 
shot about 100 feet. The sight was the most 
heartrending ever witnessed. The shrieking 
of women and children for help was awful.” — 

He saw the superintendent of the Vedalia 
railroad, standing aft of the ladies’ cabin, throw 
his little daughters into the water. He stood 
there and burned to death with his wife. 
There were in the cabin nine lady passengers 
and about eight men. At New Texas twenty 
deck passengers were taken on board, and all 
are supposed to be lost. ; 

_ Jt is learned that Andrew Pierce, a sailor, 
and Antonio Rebutta, fireman, are the ones to 
whom all the credit of saving the survivors is 
due. All the officersand nearly all of the crew 
escaped. Four or five of the cabin crew Only are 
known to'be lost. No authentic list of the lives 
‘ost can be made. 
personally known to some of the survivors. 

THE PANIC ON BOARD. 

The States has the following account, gather- 
ed trom the officers and crew: 

The boat had landed to take on a pile of 
cotton seed and there were between thirty-five 
and forty roustabouts engaged in this work 
when, precisely at 10:05 o clock everybody was 
startled by the loud ringing of the bell by 
Watcbman Tom Miller. Immediately after 
the cry of “fire” was taken by twenty voices. 
In an instant, the direst confusion reigned. 
Men darted to and froand the work of arousing 
the sleeping passe — was begua. The fire 
was discovered by Thomas Barry, second engi- 
neer, who, with his partner, Steven Ganney, 
was on watch atthetime. The first intimation 
he had of the fire was a small light on the top 
row of the cotton bales amidship which greatly 
resembled the fame of a lantern. Barry left 
his post to investigate and was astonished to 
discover that the light was caused by a 
bale of cotton briskly buaruing. Barry 

gave the alarm and his voice rang through the 
deck yoom of the vessel. Watchman Miller 
took in the situation at once and rang a huge 
bell Jocated on the second deck. Miller stood 
at his post ringing the bell until he was forced 
to retreat by the fast encroaching flames, Tue 
noise of the clanging bell aroused Williagy Mc- 
Greevy, chief engineer, who was asleep the 
“texas.”

The deck was crowded with roustabouts and 
deck passengers, thirty of the latter having got 
on the vessel at New ‘Texas landing, just above 
where the boat was burned. Nearly all of 
these was lost. 

While the passengers and crew were escaping 
from the beat a steam pipe blew. up and was 
hurled three hundred yards in theair, The 
foree of the explosion caused over twenty bales 
of burning cotton to be hurled high in the air, 
where they revolved several times and then 
fell into the river. Immediately after tie ex- 
plosion sutieks were heard coming from the 
stern of the vessel. For an instant two 
colored women were seen stand- 
ing on the gallery just back 
of the wheelhonse, and the next instant they 
were hidden from view by the smoke and 
flames. The first part of the boat to give way 
was the whee! house. It fell into the water 
and adraft being created, the flames swept 
through the centre of the boat. Those who 
escaped were taken away from the scene 
by the steamboat Stella Wilde, which 
plies between Rayou Sara and Natchez. As the 
Wilde backing out four kegs of gunpowder, 
that were in the hold, exploded and cotton and 
burning timbers were hurled in all directions,

A BLACKENED WRECK. 

A loud ery for help came from the middle of 
the stream.

was righted, the man was gone. 

' Captain Henry C. Brown, state engineer, 
who was a passenger on the White, estimates 
the loss of life at 36.

After a discussion of about two hours, dur- 
ing which members advanced their individual 
views as to what should be done, the following 
propositions were unanimouély adopted: 


' First, that they stand opposed to entering 


upon the consideration of the pending Morri- 
son bill, 

Second, they favor a reduction of revenues 
at this session, so as to prevent the accumula- 
tion of a surplus in the treasury, but insist that 
it shall be effected by some measure which 
shall embrace a repeal or reduction of certain 
internal revenue taxes. 

Third, they favor an immediate change in 
the administrative features of existing tariff 
laws, separate and apart from any general re- 
vision of the tariff.

GREENVILLE, ALABAMA. VOTES 


THE WET TICKET, 


And the Mayor Straightway Makes an Attack Upon 4 


Couple of Imported Temperance Lecturerse— 
Pistols Drawn and Blood Spilt—Trne Case 
to be Fully Investigated, Bic. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala.,- December 14,—[Spe- 
cial.|—A disgraceful affair occurred at Green- 
ville, a town fifty miles south of this place, this 
morning.* The people held a. liquor election 
there yesterday, and the anti-prohibitionists 
won by a small majority. Some weeks ago, by 
invitation of the best people of the. town, 
Messrs. Cheves and Beauchamp, two prominent 
temperance lecturers of Kentucky and Georgia, 
went down and entered the prohibition fight, 
Abont daylight this morning the leaturers went 
to the depot to loave for their respective homes. 
Colonel Cheyes wag attacked aud brutaliy as- 
saulted by the mayor of Greenville, J.T. Perry, 
and a crowd of whisky menand ronghs. A 
gentleman, who was an eye-witness of the diffi- 
eulty, said: 

“Yesterday Colonet Cheves said something 
in his speech whieif offended Mayor Perry, 
though no one kiew that ‘the mayor's feelings 
bad been ruffled.at the time, This morning 
about 6 o'clock, while -Celonel. Cheves and Mr. 
Beauchamp were waising at the depot for the 
northbound passénger train, Mayor Perry, the 
city marshal and several whisky men attacked 
Colonel Che¥es with clabs aid brass Knucks. I 
have no doubt that Cheves would have been 
brutally murdered had- not ~the~ approaching 
train compelled-Mayér Perry to get out of the 
way, ,.Perry had knocked -him..down om 
the track with knucks, and con- 
tintied. «to .pomad: him .. for. several min- 
utes ~~. D. had) drawn - his 


raged mayor. Colonel Cheves was helped on 
the train,” accompanied by Beauchamp and 
reached Montgomery early this morning, bea- 
ten up and covered with blood. . Beauchamp 
went on to Troy, wheré he will fill an engage- 
ment tonight, and Colonel Cheves returned to 
Greenville by the next train, and swears that 
justice shall be done him.” 

A prominent citizen of Greenville came in 
on the train tonight, and reports that when 
Colonel Cheves, the abused lecturer, returned 
to that place this morning, he was met at the 
depot by over 200 of the best citizens, who 
escorted him through the streets to the court- 
house. An indignation meeting was held by 
over 300 good people, and but for the influence 
of cooler heads, Mayor Perry would have been 
violently dealt with. Cheves was taken to the 
residence of Major D..G. Dunklin, where he is 
now entertained. Leading business men and 
the best class of citizens are enraged and indig- 
pant. Further trouble is feared. A warrant 
was issued against Mayor -Perry, charging him 
with assault with intent to murder, and will be 


| executed tomorrow. 


THE TEXAS TRAIN ROBBERY. 


The Alarm Felt for the Safety of Texas 
Trains. 


Fort Wortu, Texas, December 14.—The 
train robbery still monepolizes public attention, 
aud the fact that highwaymen -have managed 
to elude seores of officérs who were out on hot 
trails.causes alarm for the fature safety of 
Texas trains. On all trains the trainmen went 
well armed, as did many passengers, but the 
feeling in general is that if three men can do 
what was dene Saturday at high noon and es- 
cape, they or others emboldened by safety will 
repeat the exploit. 

O. G. Miller, baggageman, returned from 
Vernon yesterday and says it is evident the men 
knew what they were about and primarily af- 
ter the express. He says: “A short robber 
jumped into my car, got my money and watch, 
and demanded the express money. 
that it was not an express car; that it was in 
front. He demanded to be told lL > w to get into 
it. 1 told him he would nave to go out of the 
car before he could get to the express car. He 
then ordered me out and told me to show him 
the way. I jumped out and he followed. 
By this time Messenger Ray had shut 
the door on one side of the train 
and before he could get around the train, Ray 
had shut the door and locked it. The fellow 
seemed to think he had lost enough time, and 
I] was ordered in line, and turned over to the 
man guarding the engineer and others. All 
this time Ray was seated on his safe, both 
doors locked and pistel in hand, ready for the 
road agents. The remark made by one of the 
men that they had been laying for the train 
four days, shows they knew something about 
the working of the road. From the 10th to the 
15th the express company brings retarns from 
agents of the road, to Fort Worth, the main 
office, and the express messenger had $3,000 in 
cash from Fort Worth and Denver agents, be 
sides remittances—the largest amount he had 
carried for some time. 

There are some persons who believe that the 
short robber is the redoubtable Jim Cummings, 
but he does not answer to the descriptions of 
that worthy. The railroad company has de- 
termined to have the men caught if money can 
do it, and the directory will give the matter 
consideration at the annual meeting today. The 
full amount of money on board the train was 
£23,000 and the robbers secured $2,100 all told. 


RAIDING A DEN, 


Two Negre Gamblers Killed in Birming- 
ham, Ala. 


ErRMINGHAM, Ala., December 14.—[{Special.] 
At a late hour last night, Sheriif Truss and 
Dey uty Sheriff Brown and four policemen raid- 
eda negro gambling house in a notorious 
quarter of the city known as “Buzzard Roost.” 
Six negroes were playing cards in the room, 
and when they discovered the officers they put 
out the light and  ~begau shooting.

THE AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. Atkinson Wants a Committee to Inves- 
tigate It. 

The resolution introduced by Mr. Atkinson 
of Coweta, in the house yesterday, provides for an 
investigation of the department of agriculture, its 
expenditures on inspection of fertilizers, and in- 
epection of oils, and to report the result of its in- 
vestigation; and also to report by bill such laws as 
may be found necessary to correct existing evils. 

There is a bill now in the house providing that 
farmers may plead failure of consideration in all 
cases where suits are for fertilizers, whether in the 
hands of an eminent holder or not, and this bill 
has been reported favorably by the committee on 
agriculture, with the recommendation that it ‘‘do 
pass.”’ The argument in favor of the bill is that 
the inspection does not protect the farmer against 
the use of worthless fertilizers. Mr. Atkinson 
thinks that the farmers should know wheth- 
er the expense of this departhent is 
money wasted or not. Ifitis nota protection to 
furmers, there should be such legislation as will 
protect the farmer from imposition, and if it is a 
protection it should be known and willbe demon- 
struted by a thorough investigation, 

‘Lhe law now allows the inspectors of fertilizers 
a salary of $1,200 each, and in addition thereto the 
fees received from the inspection of oils. There 
are six inspectors of fertilizers whose salaries 
amount to $7,200, and in addition thereto they have 
received this year from inspection of oils the sum 
of £18,000, making about $20,000 to the six inspect- 
ors. A short time since Mr. Atkinson introduced a 
bill providing that the fees for inspecting oil be 
paid into the state treasury. The investiagation 
scught will furnish such intormation as will ena- 
ble the legislature to adopt an economical 
and thorough system of inspection of oils. 

The present laws charge a fee of 1-2 cent per 
gallon for inspecting oils in large quantities and 
one cent per gallon insmall quantities. One of the 
oil companies does a very large business in this 
state, and for this reason has its oils inspected at 
one half cent per gallon, while other companies 
that are seeking to establish a trade have to bring 
in their oils in small quantities and pay a fee of one 
cent per gallon for its inspection. This gives one 
company a monopoly of Georgia’s trade, as it has 
cne-half per cent the advantage in competing for 
the Georgia trade. For this the committee is to 
find a remedy. 

The committee is further especially directed to 
investigate and report as to whether the $70,000 
arising from inspection of fertilizers is a tax upon 
farmers as a Class, or a tax upon the dealer or 
manufacturer, me

A return to old methods is inevitable, and in 
the future, as in the past, the works of the 
patient student, the midnight toiler, will be 
the work that will live. In literature, as in 
everything else, great and enduring results 
must have thought and laber back of them. 
No haphazard blow ever yet raised a monu- 
ment; and the thoughtless by-play of an idle 
mind wili never crystalize into genuine lit- 
erature.

Doubtful Statistics. 

Statistics are sometimes misleading. fRe- 
cently, when fears were expressed that the 
immense structures in New York would 
crush themselves by their own weight, a 
mathematician computed that it, would re- 
quire a height of 2,700 feet of wall to crush 
the bottom bricks. This satisfied the timor- 
ous, a8 it is not believed that buildings of 
such an altitude will be erected. 

But there are all sorts of bricks. None of 
our bricks equal those of ancient Rome, 
which are today as sound as they were three 
thousand years ago. Insome parts of the 
country the bricks crnmble easily, and are 
affected by the weather. The New York 
mathematician had a superior article in 
mind when he made his calculation. Some- 
body will be misled, and will find his tall 
building tumbling about his ears. Don’t 
rely too much on fancy statistics. Go in for 
what you know is solid. 


Words and Their Uses. 

The St. Louis Republican has an enier- 
taining editorial on ‘‘The Curiosities of Phi- 
lology,’’ in the course of which it says: 

There is no [doubt that our colloquial language 
bas many more elements of the old gypsy tongue 
than is supposed, and these is certainly no doubt 
that many words which were once considered 
“low,” are now used freely by the best speakers 
and writers. On the other hand many words 
which are now taken for slang were once in good 
repute. Thus it was once quite as good English to 
bid a person hold his gobor gab as it would now be 
to bid him to hold his peace. Gad,in the sense of 
trudge, was used in an old translation of the Bible. 
Crack, meaning dashing, brilliant, as a crack regi- 
ment, a crack sermon, was once perfectly good Eng- 
lish. Buckle to or under was once a correct expres- 
sion for yield or giveup. Prig is excellent Shak- 
spearean for steal; and such words as dodge, dan- 
der, and gallivant, which have been banished 
from lips polite, were perfectly admissible in the 
olden time, Jabber, hoax, mob, sham (what would 
Mr. Carlyle havé done without sham?) were first in- 
trcduced in the days of Dean Swift, from whose 
Gulliver we have the excellent verb and substan- 
tive, gull; and poor Noll Goldsmith was the first to 
give currency to fudge, though the word itself 
came from the name of a certain Captain Fudge, 
not otherwise memorable, who lived long before 
Goldsmith’s time. 

Qur contemporary probably means that 
Goldsmith was the first to give literary cur- 
rency to ‘“‘fudge,’’ but even this is to be 
doubted. There is no doubt, however, that 
it was in use among the people before Gold- 
smith was born, and it is still in use, It is 
questionable whether it was ever used as 
slang. There are words—such as the adjec- 
tive ‘“‘bully’’—that are irredeemable slang, 
and others that are slang only by reason of 
their newness. What the philologists term 
‘“slang’’ is simply one of the elements of the 
growth of the language. A word that repre- 
sents an idea is alwaysa welcome addition 
to the language. The power of steam was 
discovered long before James Watts’s experi- 
ments. Before Watts’s day, an Englishman 
wrote an essay on the ‘‘Extraordinary Lift- 
ing Power fof Boiling Water.’’ When this 
power came to be called ‘‘steam’’ people be- 
gan to understand and appreciate the dis- 
covery. 

‘“‘Gad’’ and ‘‘gadding’’ are still used by 
the people and they are not only trenchant 
colloguialisms, but they are good literary 
words. So with “‘trollop.’’ “‘Gab’’ and 
‘‘gob”’ are still used, but their meaning is 
different. ‘‘Gab’’ is useless talk, and we all 
know what is meant when we hear of a ‘‘gob 
of fat.’’ A good word sticks, and all these 
words are good words for they stick. In re- 
gard to the words coined, or supposed to 
have been coined during the war, the Repub- 
lican says: 

The era of the rebellion was prolific of slang, and 
if the present subject were Americanisms, and not 
slang in general, quite an article might be writien 
on the curious words to which the war gave origin, 
and some of which linger yet. The most curiousof 
all ofthem may be briefiy mentioned;the well known 
word skedaddle, used by the other side when an 
able general “retired upon his supports.”’ In old 
Scotch there is, strange to say, precisely the same 
word, meaning to spill, and ifit had been 
used in the war originally or generally with refer- 
ence to cavalry, we might suppose that it had been 
introduced by some soldier from the neighborhood 
of Dundee, where it is still in use to deride the un- 
happy men who were spilled from their saddles, 
Asthere is no evidence to support that explaua- 
tiop, another must be sought, and it seems to tie 
at hand in thé Greek root sked, found in the verb 
skeddannumi, to runaway. Not that our soldiers 
were in the habit of using much Greek in ordinary 
conversation, but that “somebody's darling,’’ fresh 
from college, may quite likely have tacked the 
ridiculons termination on the Greek root, and so 
manufactured a word which is not likely to be for 
gotten, 

There bas been a good deal of diseussion 
over the origin of this word ‘‘skedaddle.”’ 
The Virginian negroes, as well as the Geor- 
gian negroes, for years before the war used 
the word ‘“‘skaddle’’ for ‘‘scatter,’’ and we 
have little doubt that the word ‘‘skedaddle’’ 
had its origin in this. It is a very good 
word, too, but its most appropriate use is on 
the farm, where the hogs and sheep some- 
times go skaddling or skedaddling through 
the woods,

“The Lee Book,” 

At last we have a satisfactory life of our 
great confederate commander, The “Momoirs 
of Robert E. Lee,” published by J. M. Stoddart 
& Co., New York, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton, has a completeness and a graphic interest 
not to be found in other biographies of the 
distinguished soldier, 
about 700 pages. It is fully illustrated with 
portraits, maps, etc. The military and _per- 
sonal history of General Lee, which of course

fills the amajor part of the bodk, was written 


by General A. L. Long, military secretary 
and chief of artillery, second corps, 
army - of ‘northern The 
story.of his life as president of Washington 
and Lee University, his death and the funeral 
ceremonies are described by General Marcus J. 
Wright, of the Army of Tennessee, and agent 
of the United States for the collection of eon- 
federate records. Generals Long and Wright 
perhaps enjoyed better facilities than any two 
men living for the preparation of an accurate 
and attractive history, Their work bears the 
marks of loveand painstaking labor. Thoy 
bave used the maps of General Lee, and have 
had aceess to his public and private 
papers, besides the information furnished 
by the surviving members of the general’s 
family. In the south this book will find its 
way sooner or later into every household, and 
the demand for it in the north will doubtless 
be very great. Captain W. B. Kendrick, a gal- 
lant ex-confederate, is the general agent for 
this region, and inquiries addressed to him will 
meet with prompt attention.

THE VICTIM OF A MISTAKE. 


Aaron Tischmann Sues J. M. High for Siaa- 
der, Claiming Heavy Damages. 


Most of the time of the superior court yester- 
day was occupied in hearing the case of Aaron 
Tischmann vs. J. M. High. Itisa suit for slander, 
and the plaintiff claims $5,000 damages. For many 
years Mr. Tischmann, the plaintiff, did business as 
a merchant tailor on Whitehall street, His business 
prospered to such an extent that, as was stated by 
him on the witness stand yesterday, he wasenabled 
to make a comfortable living and to lay by for a 
rainy day about $1,800 every year. All ofa sudden 
the bettom dropped out of his business. His cus- 
tomers forsook him, his friends treated him cooliy, 
his credit wasruined, and he was forced to go ua- 
der all this,'as he claims, on account of no fault of 
hisown. He attributes his downfall to an act of 
Mr, High. 
Tischmann’s brother's wife sometimes got goods on 
credit from High’s storeand generallyipaid the bills 
when presented to her. It seems that some months 
ago a bill for six dollars was sent by Mr. High to 
Mr. Aaron Tischmann, who refused to pay it on the 
ground that he did not owe the money. The bill 
should have been sent to his brother’s wife, for it 
was she who bought the goods. 

There was a mistake and a misunderstanding al 
round, . Tischmann got mad and High got mad 
All the time’ Mr. High thought that Tischmann 
had declined to pay a just debt, and he reported 
the matter to Alexander & Turnbull, the Atlanta 
attorneys for the United States Union Protection 
association, who, in turn, reported the facts to the 
home office. When thenextissue of the Gazette, 
& journal published by the association, was is- 
sued it contained an item derogatory of Aaron 
Tischmann’s business standing. No sooner was 
the article seen in Atlanta than Tischmann’s busi- 
ness began to suffer and his former creditors to: 
fuse longer to give him any credit. He was th 
victim of a mistake on the part of several persons. 

In his testimony on the stand yesterday he said: 
s Before the publication of this article my credit 
was good, and I could get all the goods I wanted 
from most any firm in Atlanta, but after the article 
appeared my credit was ruined and my former 
creditors put me down asa dead beat. My custom. 
ers left me, and one be one I was forced to get rid 
of my hands, till finally I was foreed to quit busi- 
ness altogether,”’ 

A number of witnesses were examined on both 
sides, and able arguments were delivered by Mr. 
Thomas P. Westmoreland for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Hoke Smith for the defendant. No verdict was 
rendered when the court adjourned.

One Hundred Negroes Incarcerated in the 
Yorkville Jail on Suspicjon, 

An official of the Air-Line, whocame in from 
South Carolina last night, gives a graphic descrip- 
tion of the condition of affairs in York county. He 
derived his information from two highly respect- 
able young ladies who came from the scene of the 
trouble yesterday morning. The facts which he 
gleaned, as tokd late last night to a reporter of THE 
CONSTITUTION, are startling in their nature.

a white boy in York county 
by a band of negroes, has already been recited in 
these columns, and some of the succeeding occur- 
rences have likewise been chronieled, but there is 
much that has not yet been printed in the news-.

NEW YORK, December 14.—The stock market 
gave promise of some improvement in the early 
hour, but was feverish and unsettled to a large ex- 
tent, although auotations advanced. The latter 
bidding up of money to an extremely high rate of; 
fered another opportunity to the bears to vigorously 
raid high prices and a decided slump, bordering on 
apanic, was effected in the last hour, The unset- 
tled condition of New England kept the market 

feverish and irregular when it would otherwise 
have been firm and strong. Southern specialties, 
by enormous declines coupled with the selling of 
New England, were the principal features of the 
aiternoon trading. The favorable factors in the 
situation were the steady buying fur foreign ac- 
count, which was specially noticeable in the fore- 
noon, and a further drop in rates for sterling ex- 
change. All such influence, however, counted for 
nought in the rush to sell in the afternoon. In the 
morning there was some improvement in Jersey 
Central on the announcement that the Baltimore 
und Ohio was now using the road under contract, 
and the stocks bonght by foreign people were prom- 
inently strong, including Reading, Erie and_ St. 
Louis, and Nashville. A Boston party threw New 
Encland upon the marketin large amounts when 
it became apparent that Central would pass into 
the hands of a New York party. At the same time 
adventage was taken of the absence of the princi- 
pal supporters of the stock by the bears and room 
tracers to hammer it vigerously, resulting in a 
break of over 6G percent. The epening was active 
and strong, although there was an absence of the 
usual result at that time of day. Theadvance over 
last Cvening’s final figures ranged from ¥% to 54 per 
cent, though a few stocks showed slight declines. 
After some slight hesitation an advance occurred 
covering a great part of the first hour, New Eng- 
land broke badly, however, and, in many cases, 
under its influence early gains were lost. Toward 
noon the upward movement resumed, and at that 
lime fractional advances were general throughou 
the list. In the afternoon, however, a general de- 
cline tock place, Southern stocks leading, which 
was checked before 2p.m. A fractional rally was 
followed by a renewed weakness, and in the last 
hour the decline became asemi-panic, About one- 
third of the entire day’s business was transacted 
in the last 45 minutes and the market closed very 
active and weak at the lowest prices of the day.

SELLING WINES. 


JUDGE ANDERSON PROMISED AWN 
ABUNDANCE OF WORK. 
(OF te ee aoe me 
Cc. 7. Vaughn, on Peachtree Sireet, Sooked ‘or Violating 
the Prob: bition Law~-J. ©, Biessr, the Decatur 
Street Wine’ oom Man in the Same Trouble 
~Mack Roses Charged the Sam, 


C. J, Vaughn, who runs a wineroom at 52 
Peachtree street; J. C. Beeser, who pursues the 
fame avocation at 216 Decatur street, and Mack 
Ross, a negro without home or headquarters, were 
all arrested yesterday and booked for violating the 
prohibition laws. 

This makes the biggest day's work against the 
winerooms yet registered. 

Vaughn's place is located in the old triangular 
building at the junction of Peachtree and Broad 
streets, and, like many other wineroome of the 
present day, wasa saloon before prohibition went 
into efiect. During the days of saloons in 
Atiania, Vaughn was the possessor of a 
license issued by the city council, and con- 
ducted a quiet, orderly saloon. When 
his license expired on the first of last July, he had 
about all his earthly possesions in bar-room fix- 
tures and furniture, and, as a natural consequence, 
turned his attention to the wine room business 
when it began to bloom. His wine room was con- 
ducted on the same principle as his saloon hal 
been during its existence, aod no thought of acase 
against him was entertained by any one who 
knew, untilafew days ago. One day last week, 
Patrolman Nolan, received information whic ia- 
duced him to think that Vanghn was violating the 
law, and at once began an investigation. His work 
convinced him that Vaughn was selling wiae by 
the drink, and was, probably, disposing of 
liquor and beer, and yesterday aboul 
ncon caused thecase to be made. The defendant 
denies the truth of the charge, and says he will be 
able to establish his innocence when the case is 
heard.

thronged. For years Beeser disposed of drinks ut 
the stand, and did it in sich a quiet way that the 
police were never called upon to look into his busi- 
ness. With the inauguration of winerooms, Beeser 

rocured a wineroom license and, throwing open 
sis doois, which had been closed for some weeks, 
started out to slake public thirst with domestic 
Wine. The wines were purely domestic and act- 
ing like all domestic wines do, soon tangied up his 
patrons 50 badly that the attention 
of detectives was drawn toward him. The de- 
tectives appeared upon the scene without knowing 
anything absolutely, but by careful watching they 
ascertained enough evidence in their opinion to 
justify a case and yesterday afternoon it was book- 
ed. The case will be heard Saturday. 

THE NEGRO VIOLATOR. 

Mack Ross, the negro who was one of the trio 
booked during the day, is charged with selling Li- 
quor or with furnishing liquor to be sold. His ar- 
rest was due tothe arrest of James T. Leslie night 
before last. During the session of police court 
yesterday morning Leslie was arraigned for trial 
andto the charge entered a plea of not guilty. 
Three witnesses who were introduced swore most 
poritively that Leslie had furnished them with 
Liquor varying in quantity from a half pint toa 
pint. One ot the witnesses said: 

‘Leslie came to me some time ago and asked me 
if] didn’t want some whisky. I told him that I 
did, and then he said if I’d give him a bottle and 
ihe money he’d getit forme. Idid give him an 
empty bottle and some money, the price of a half 
pint. I believe, and in a short time he brought me 
the liquor." 

The other witnesses swore to thesame statement, 
and when Leslie was asked for his statement, he 
admitted that the witnesses had sworn correctly. 
He then said: 

“I did pot sell the liquor. I never sold any in 
my lile. Mack Ross, a negro who stays under the 
O’ Neil building s00 Decatur street, 
at the corner o Collins, came to 
me some time ago and saidif I came across any 
ne who wanted whisky he could getit. When [I 
got the money and bottles from these gentiemen I 
went to Ross and gave him the money and got the 
whisky, which I carried back. I never made any- 
hing at the business.’’ 

Aiter hearing Leslie’s statement Judge Anderson 
lecided to continue the case aud ordered the ar- 
rest of Ross. Later in the day Ross was fouud and 
arrested, but quickly and most positively denied 
‘he iruth of Leslie’s statement. Both men are yet 
n the city prison awaiting the investigation which 
will iake piace in police court this morning. 

STAUB FINED TWENTY-FIVE AND COSTS. 

Albert Staub, the Whitchall street wineroom man, 
who was arrested on} the 9th of the present month, 
was arraigned fn the police court yesterday morn*

-worn. The first witness introduced testified that 
he had taken meals end lunches inthe resiaurant 

opnected with the wine room and: that he had 
‘een supplied with wine for which he paid and 
a drank inthe resiaurant. Another wit- 

ets SMited that he purchased wine and drank it 
while eating crackers left om the counter. Detective 
kcevesr, by whom the case was made, stated that 

e had seen men enter the saloon, and facing the 
counter, call for wine. The defendant would take 
t bottle from the shelving and place it upou the 
counter with glasses,and after the men drank 
would put the corkin the bottle and put it back 
“pon the shelf. The detective stated that he had 
counted thirty bottles on the shelves upon which 
lips of paper bearing names had been written. 
He said that the owners of the bottles could go in 
und getadrink at any time. 
nt, said that the detective’s statement was correc? 
ut claimed that he did not know that he wus vio 
ating the law. Judge Anderson disposed of the 
ase by imposing a fine of twenty-five dollars an4 
‘Ort.
